Nine swimmers conquered the 
English Channel Tuesday. An 
Egyptian army officer and a 
‘French electrician broke the all-

It was the biggest aquatic day

Rearmament 


For West Germany 


Although some Germans have spoken 
against rearmament of the Western zone 
for the present, Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer put the matter squarely up to 
the occupying powers in a forthright state- 
ment last week calling for a West German 
“defense force” equal in size and strength 
to the People’s police army of the Soviet 
zone. 


West Germany will feel the first thrust 
if the Russian Armyy moves against free 
Europe. Korea has made the Germans jit- 
tery. They are confronted by the so-called 
Soviet zone police force which numbers at 
least 200,000 men in addition to regular 
Russian troops. Moreover, the training of 
these troops, according to the best of our 
intelligence, is for aggression. Only re- 
cently a highly trained tank outfit arrived 
in Eastern Germany from the interior of 
Russia. 


Except for inadequate occupation 
troops, Germany now is defenseless. It is 
the door through which invasion of Europe 
would move. Rearmament so far has been 
held up by the understandable fear of other 
nations in free Europe, France especially, 
that a resurgent Germany eventually 
would attempt domination again. But even 
in France that fear now is subsidiary to 
the more urgent fear of Communist ag- 
gression. 

The West's greatest weakness is man 
power. Only a dozen divisions, of which 
perhaps five are battle-ready, stand be- 
tween the Russian force of 175 divisions 
and all Western Europe. West Germany’s 
man power resources are sufficient to be a 
great help. 

But time is growing short. It may be 
too late already.

The Time is Ripe 
For UMT Program 


WASHINGTON—Acting with the President's 

permission, Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson 

has requested Congress to pass a universal mil- 

itary training law as a means of keeping the nation’s manpower 

fit for any war emergency. Subsequently, Mr. Truman, at one of 

his regular White House press conferences, said he had not per- 

sonally asked for the passage of the law at this session of Congress 

because he did not want to start a Congressional fight on a con- 

troversial subject that might delay more urgent parts of his Korean 
War program. 

Thus is acknowledged the politics of a situation which has long 
held up one of the most vital steps in our defense system. Univer- 
sal military training is opposed by many elements in the country, 
and with a national election in the offing members of Congress, 
generally, are unwilling to take on this as an added issue. Hence 
it is unlikely that any real effort will be made to pass the legis- 


lation this session. , 

‘11; And by the next session, if the Korean 
Congress Willing war crisis has subsided, Congress will 
probably find another excuse for postponing action. Right now it 
seems perfectly willing to go along with Mr. Truman in his re- 
luctance to press for enactment. 

With a foresight that cannot be denied him, President Truman 
first strongly advocated universal military training immediately 
after the last war ended. He has repeatedly asked for the same 
thing. since then, but Congress, having in mind the opposition of 
hostile elements, refused to act. 


No one can deny that the country would have been far better 


off today if we had adopted a scheme for the universal military 
training of our young men five years ago as a collateral step in the 
demobilization of the greatest armed force ever put together in our 
history. It can be argued even that our present difficulties in Korea 
would never have arisen, if we had had a large potential army of 
trained men ready to enter the service on short notice. The effect 
of such a standing force would have been to restrain aggressor 
nations from making any move which might bring our intervention. 
There is one thing the American people should realize—and, the 
sooner the better. It is that the position we inherited from the last 
war as the world’s richest and most powerful nation carries with 
it a responsibility for living up to our station. So long as the world 
remains what it is today, divided between communism and cap- 
italism, as we know it, we will have to maintain an adequate de- 
fense system to protect our way of living. No system, it would: 
seem, can be complete without universal military training. 


Good Time " is now too late, of course, for such a training 

program to be of any help in the Korean situa- 
tion. But now seems a good time to put it irfto effect, because we 
apparently are going to be in need of an adequate national de- 
fense for a long time after the Korean war is over. Unless the 
Russians come to some agreement on disarmament and international 
control of atomic weapons, of which there is little evidence at the 
moment, we. will probably be living through an armed trtice for 
some years to come. Universal military training offers the long 
range plan for meeting that situation. 

The probabilities are that it would be cheaper in the long run. 
No nation is likely to attack us as long as we are able to show a 
military might in keeping with our wealth and resources. Cer- 
tainly if we had built up our military power properly before the 
last two world wars every effort would have been made by the 
aggressor nations to avoid drawing us into the bloody business. 
It is unthinkable that the arrogant little Japs would have per- 
petrated the infamy they did at Pearl Harbor if we had been better 
prepared to move immediately against them. As it is, it took us a 
year or more to get started. 


There is still another side of universal mil- 
Other Values itary training not fully appreciated by its 
opponents. What could be better for the physical well being of our 
young men than to have them spend a period of training for the 
armed service? In many respects it would be more valuable than 
college training. It not only.would improve their physical stamina, 
but it would teach them discipline, the value of which cannot be 
over stressed. 

An adequate program of the kind would make for a healthier 
and a better nation. More important, it would give us‘a constant 
trained force capable of pinning back the ears of any dictator who 
otherwise might be tempted by the rich prize of America to strike 
at us before we are prepared. 

The people are probably far ahead of Congress and the Presi- 
dent on the issue. Now is a good time for them to make themselves 
heard and insist that the program be adopted while we are passing 
other measures vital to the Korean war situation.

fell and broke, no fuss was made. It was quietly | 


cleaned up, and nothing was said. We had news- 
papers, magazines and books. Twice a day we 
who could have it were given cold fruit juices 
and ice water. The food was of the best, and 
excellently prepared. By 10:30 a. m. everyone in 
the ward was bathed and ready for the doctor's 
visit. The head nurse visited the ward and was

If each middle line was white with yellow 
warning line beside it—it would show up more 
distinctly than the middle black line which dims 
down at times into the color of the road.

He lived king-size—a mansion in New York, a plantation in 
the South, and an estate on Long Island which featured one of 
the most elaborate sunken gardens in the world. 


Then came 1928 and Black Friday on Wall Street when six- 
teen million shares were tossed overboard between 10 and 3. And 
a couple of years later a solemn auditor walked into Mitchell's 
office and informed him that his billion and a half had shrunk 


to a measly eighteen million. 

Well, to you and me eighteen million simoleons 
Half Way means the promised land with an ice cream parlor 
on every corner, but to Sidney Z., it was like being halfway up 
the hill te the poorhouse. “The country is going to the bow-wows,” 
he announced to everyone who would listen, and shortly thereafter 
he nailed shut the mansion on his estate and moved into the 
gardener’s cottage.

FROZEN JUICE MUST 


It is wise when reconstituting 
frozen citrus concentrates to 
have on hand a closely covered 
container so the concentrate 
can be shaken vigorously when 
water is added.

The 
container should allow about 
three inches of space between 
the top and the liquid to insure 
good aeration. A plastic container 
is satisfactory but you can also 
use a glass jar with a cap and 
rubber ring so that the jar will 
stay tightly closed while it is 
being shaken.

The story of retarded children, of those youngsters 


who will.remain young, 


lies with their parents. 


And their chance for self-fulfillment depends on the 
ability of their mothers and fathers to accept perhaps the 


deepest sorrow a 
a child is accep 


nt can know. For the way in which 
-at home will determine how he will ac- 


cept himself, and this in turn will determine how he will 


be accepted by society. 

This is one of the basic tenets 
of Miss Marian Howard, whose 
school for emotionally and 
physically retarded children, is 
bringing hope and an opportuni- 
ty for self realization to young- 
sters born outside the pattern 
of what society calls normalcy. 


Herself a cerebral palsied, 
Miss Howard has long known 
and forgiven the cruelty of a 
world that damns what is not 
of the ordinary. And although 
she has partially overcome her 
handicap through training, she 
is yet aware that, in its atti- 
tude toward the mentally and 
physically handicapped, society 
is still in the dark ages. This 
knowledge has given her a rare 
understanding of the problems 
of parents whose children are 
not of the ordinary, and of the 
children themselves. 


With a deep appreciation for 
the human soul, Miss Howard 
looks beyond the narrow bounds 
of I. Q. and searches out the 
talents, personality attributes 
and social aptitudes of a young- 
ster. It is these things which she 
ventures with wisdom and ten- 
derne#s, and which she brings 
eventually to fruition. 

But what the teacher can ac- 
complish is dependent on what 
is done for the child at home. 

Miss Howard understands 
well the problem that confronts 
the parents of-a retarded child. 
She has seen the heartbreak 
that comes when a mother first 
realizes that her child will al- 
ways be a child. She has seen 
parents wrestle with shock, 
with wounded vanity and 
shame, and with a haunting 
sense of guilt and undeserved 
punishment. She has seen them 
torn by a deep sorrow that can 
never be accepted once and for 
all but which must be accepted

over and over again, with the 
strength of each new day. 

And she has watched the slow 
deepening of understanding 
which only pain can bring. 

Miss Howard has also wit- 
nessed many mistakes. She has 
seén parents, overcome with 
shame, hide their children away, 
denying them any chance to 
realize the potentials that are 
theirs. 

She has also seen parents who, 
refusing to face the fact that 
their child will never develop 
normally, blindly and fruitlessly 
try to force him to be normal, 
cruelly torturing and frustrating 
him with endless lessons that he 
can never comprehend. 

But Miss Howard also knows 
many proud parents who find in 
their children not a shame or a 
reproach, but a source of deep 
joy. These are the parents who 
have discerned, through accep- 
tance of their children, a new 
level of understanding and a 
deeper sense of values. Realiz- 
ing that capacity is the only true 
measure of achievement, they 
have come to believe that the 
worth of a personality lies not 
so much in its potentials, as in 
the extent to which these ‘po- 
tentials are realized. Thus, they 
have come to know, as other 
parents, the deep, rewarding 
joy. that comes when the ca- 
pacities of their young are full- 
filled.
